A blunder in the calculations of the 
time that the Gelderland would require 
between Port Said and Marseilles re-' 
suited iu the fizzling out to-day of the 
intended demonstration, and imperilled 
the success of the reception to-morrow. 
The French reception committee did not 
take into consideration the gale sweep- 
ing over the Mediterranean, and the low 
speed of the Gelderland. but allowed all 
their arrangements to stand. 

The Boer delegates, victims of the or- 
ganizing committee, waited expectantly 
I at their hotel from early morning until 
the afternoon the arrival of the cruiser. 
For several hours the carriage intended 
for Mr. Kruger remained at the en- 
trance of the hotel, the horses, which 
were decorated with rosettes- of Boer 
colors, pawing the ground impatiently 
until the equippage was dismissed. Vari- 
ous delegations and societies that had 
assembled at the landing stage remained 
through heavy showers until they real- 
ized, in the non-signalling of the Gelder- 
land, that their presence was futile. 
Then they disbanded. The fiasco was 
unfortunate, because thousands among 
to-day's concourse will shrink from the 
possibility of losing another morning to- 
morrow. To-day's crowds were for the 
greater part made up of workingmen 
and shopkeepers, who lost money by at- 
tending the gathering, and who are not 
likely to repeat the experiment. Bad 
weather and the uncertainty as to the 
time of Mr. Kruger's landing kept many 
thousands even to-day from the route. 
Thirty thousand would bo a generous 
estimate of the crowd which was massed 
thickly at several points, while only 
sparse assemblies were to be seen else- 
where.

Toronto, Nov. 21. — A gale blowing 
sixty miles an hour struck the city to-day 
about noon. It did much damage among 
loosely-built structures. Nobody was re- 
ported injured. 

Montreal, Nov. 21. — A portion of the 
wall of the Theatre Francis, in course of 
construction, collapsed in a gale this af- 
ternoon, and in its fall demolished a 
small house occupied by two Italian fam- 
ilies. Anzetto Costello, who boarded with 
one of these families, was lying ill in 
bed. An overturned stove set fire to 
I he ruins, and before the firemen could 
reach him, he was so badly burned that 
he died on the way to the hospital. 
Four others were slightly injured. 

Kingston, Nov. 21.— A terrific gale 
commenced in this city and district this 
afternoon, and considerable damage has 
resulted. Miles of fences have been 
blown down in the country, trees up- 
rooted, and many fires have been re- 
ported. It iB the heaviest gale that has 
visited this section in years. At 3 
o'clock this morning, just after the care- 
taker had opened the doors of St. John's 
church junior class room, the pine ceil- 
ing fell, smashing stoves, desks and 
chairs.

The 
streets are littered with the debri 
destroyed buildings, merchandise, tele- 
graph' and telephone wires and poles.

A deluge of rain was falling when the 
cyclone came, but its advance was fore- 
told by a roaring, rushing sound, fol- 
lowed by quick, heavy reports, which 
gave the inhabitants warning, and they 
rushed out of the falling structures. 

Nashville, Tenn., Nov. 21.— Five lives 
are known to have been lost by trie tor- 
nado which struck within 10 miles of 
this city last night.

CAPTURED OUTPOST. 

Boers Make Prisoners of Thirty of the 
Buffs— Railway Award 

London, Nov. 21.— The reported death 
of Gen. Schalkburger, acting president 
of the Transvaal since Mr. Kruger's de- 
parture from that country, is discredited 
here. There is a mere rumor that he 
died at Johannesburg on November 9, 
but the report lacks confirmation. 

A long despatch just Teceived from 
Lord Roberts refers to a number of 
minor occurrences, but does not mention 
Gen. Schalkburger. The only incident 
of importance is the surprise of an out- 
post of the " Ruffs " southwest of Bal- 
moral on November 10.

.aid Cordon, of the same company. 

Col. McKay, of the regiment, shoul 
include the office of quartermaster 
among his many other duties, but in view 
of the fact that the company is short an 
officer, it was found r.ecensnry to hand 
the office of quartermaster over to Sergt. 
Harris. In that position lie had charge 
of I lie government stores, and the men. 
when enlisting, as a rule gave their 
private clothing over to his care. How 
much has been taken will not be known 
tor a couple of days, it being necessary 
to take stock of the stores ami audit 
the books. The stolen articles include 
beside the men's private clothing, gov- 
ernment underclothing, blankets anil 
hoids. Having had little difficulty in 
getting hold of what could most easily 
be turned into cash, and as the articles 
are good and serviceable, this was easy. 
It is believed that Delebante and Gor- 
don helped Harris and that the men 
went to Seattle together, they having 
been traced to that city. The men so 
far have simply been posted as missing, 
Hie time for posting them as deserters 
not having as yet expired. They cannot 
be extradited for desertion, and so far 
no effort has been made to bring them 
back to answer to the charge of theft. 

It is said that there has been consider- 
able thieving at the barracks, culminat- 
ing in the larger steal made by Harris 
and his alleged accomplices. Some time 
gn $40 was stolen from one of the offi- 
cers. 

The three men left the city last week, 
it was reported yesterday morning that 
they had been arrested in Seattle and 
would return mi the Rosalie last even 
ing. but this report was without found 
ntion.

There are indications that within a 
very short time the celebrated Craig- 
ilower road dispute will have a very for- 
midable rival aspirant for public atten- 
tion. But, as usual, tbe storm centre 
will remain in the neighborhood of Vic- 
toria West. 

The little cloud, now no bigger than a 
man's hand, which appears on the muni- 
cipal horizon, aad threatens to increase 
to serious dimensions, is the suggestion 
made by the tramway company, that, the 
council should give immediate consider- 
ation to the question of the providing of 
bridge facilities across the ami at Point 
Ellicu, adequate to accommodate the 
large 30-ton cars which have been order- 
ed lor the Victoria West and Esquimalt 
service. 

A perusal of the tramway company's 
very diplomatically -worded communica- 
tion to the mayor ami aldermen, does 
not at lirsl glance convey the impression 
that a very serious question is opened 
up; but a little investigation into the 
matter soon shows that the contrary is 
the cutie. 

BrieUy, the situation is simply this — a 
new bridge is required at Point Ell ice, 
and that at once; the present structure is 
not .strong enough, in the opinion of the 
city engineer, to carry the new tram ears 
with safety; the time limit granted the 
city by the federal government to re- 
place the present temporary structure by 
a steel bridge has expired, and ail agilit- 
liDii to compel the municipality to at 
once undertake the work will be com- 
menced almost immediately. 

A. T. Coward, local manager of the 
B. C. Electric Railway & Lighting Com- 
pany, was seen yesterday by a Colonist 
reporter, and asked to explain his com- 
pany's position on the matter. Mr. Cow- 
ard said that, as he understood it, the 
federal government had permitted the 
city, after the lamentable Point Ellice 
accident in 1X05, to put up a temporary 
structure, with the distinct understand- 
ing that aftor the lapse of a period of 
two years, it should he replaced by a 
permanent steed structure. This has not 
been done, the Ottawa government for 
some reason not insisting on the fulfill- 
ment of the agreement. The temporary 
structure has been patched and strength- 
ened from time to time, in order to make 
it safe for the carrying of the small 
cars used on the Esquimalt branch. 

Traffic to Victoria West, Ewquimal! 
road and the naval station increasing 
very rapidly, representations were made 
tn the tram company, asking for the 
providing of better facilities, the naval 
authorities in particular pointing out the 
inadequacy of the service afforded by the 
running of the small cans. 

The tramway company thereupon or- 
dered three large cars, weighing 3D tons 
each, especially constructed for the re- 
quirements of the service; and these cars 
Will soon be here. An inquiry made by 
Mr. Goward of City Engineer Topp 
elicited the information that the Point 
Ellice bridge is not strong enough to 
support the new cars. 

So the question arises: What is to bo 
done? The new cars, landed in Vic- 
toria, will represent an expenditure of 
$20,000 by the tramway company.; and 
the latter naturally feels that it is very 
unfair that the cars shall be left on their 
hands as virtually dead rolling Htock for 
a considerable period.

Has the time arrived for a suggestion 
to be made to the federal government to 
take such action? Residents of Vic- 
toria \VetJt_ and tile tramway company 
think so, The naval authorities are put 
to great inconvenience by the inade- 
quacy of the present service, which, be 
it remembered, the tramway company 
are powerless to improve under existing 
conditions. When any number id' the 
warships are in port and general leave 
is granted, patrons of the cars are 
jammed in like sardines in a box and 
suffer great discomfort; ami though a 
15-minute service is given, on occasions 
the cars are so crowded that intending 
patrons are compelled to walk. This is 
a very serious matter, particularly for 
the naval-people. 

Mr. Coward's attention was directed to 
th.' fact that at tbe last meeting of the 
council, when his letter directing atten- 
tion to tbi' matter was read, Aid. Stew- 
art had remarked that the tramway com- 
pany should be compelled to maintain its 
own bridge at Point Ellice. To this Mr. 
Coward replies that at one time his com- 
pany made a proposal to the city to con- 
struct and maintain, under certain con- 
ditions, its own bridges over .lames bay, 
Hock bay and at Point Ellice, and the 
city had then objected to making any 
such arrangement, maintaining that par- 
allel structures at the points mentioned 
would present an unsightly appearance. 
Put. Mr. Coward points out, if the 



tramway company acted upon Aid. Stew 
art's sugestion and put up a special 
bridge of its own at Point Ellice, the city 
might litul Itself compelled at any time 
to parallel that structure with a new 
steel bridge. And, again, the tramway 
company takes the position that th 
no question whatever as to the responsi 
hility resting upon the city of providint 
a n.-w steel bridge at Point Ellice to re- 
place the temporary structure. 

The municipal authorities, therefore, 
upon tin' completion' of the placing ii 
position of the new swing in Rock Bay 
bridge — which, by the way, has so far 
progressed as to permit of the re-laying 
of rails yesterday— are confronted with 
the more serious question of providing 
ways and means for carrying out their 
compact made with the federal govern- 
ment in 1805, and placing across the 
arm at Point Ellice a permanent steel 
structure. 

Until this has been done, residentsTif 
} letoria West and Esquimalt will en-

A 
permit for the burial of the child was 
refused yesterday afternoon, Mayor 
Hayward having instructed City Clerk 
Dowler not to issue the customary per- 
mit, on the ground that no properly 
qualified physician had attended the 
child. The father and mother of the 
deceased child are members of the fol- 
lowing of Elder Brooks and his baud 
of faith-healers, and when the child was 
taken ill they did not secure medical ad- 
vice, but instead called in Elder Brooks. 
Lie and some of his followers prayed 
over the sick child; the parents did not 
call in a physician or procure medicine. 
The unfortunate boy got worse, and 
death came at noon yesterday. 

Mrs. Brooks, wife of the faith-healing 
leader, called at the house yesterday 
afternoon. In an interview last night 
she stated Unit while she was there, Dr. 
Ernest Hall Came in and endeavored to 
look into the child's throat, but could 
not. She said that the doctor had then 
said that ho believed the illness which 
caused the child's death was diphtheria, 
but would leave that for the coroner's 
inquest to decide. About the same 
time, she states, Sanitary Officer Wilson 
came and quarantined the house. 

Elder Brooks, when seen at the close 
of the service last night, said that Mrs. 
Brooks had attended the child yester- 
day, and from what she had told him. 
lie was sure it could not be diphtheria 
that had caused death. It was. he was 
sure, membraneous croup. He had 
years ago soon many cases of that kind, 
and diagnosed this as being the crodp. 
lie did not know that the permit tftf 
burial bad boon refused. 

Mr. and Mrs. Maltby, parents of tin- 
dead child, hail recently become mem- 
bers of Zion. Mrs. Maltby had " be- 
lieved " for years, and had not had any 
doctor or medicines in her house, 

An inquest will bo held to-day touch- 
ing the death of the child. 

The bouse adjoining that of the 
Mnltby's mi Pembroke street ban also 
boon closed by order of the sani- 
tary inspector, another case of diph- 
theria having been found there. A third 
case has been isolated near by. This is 
the total number of cases ie. the city.

Arrangements Being Made For 
Faster Steamers For the 
Northern Route. 



Increased Steamship Facilities 
Planned For Next Season's 
Business. 



There are to bo many now steamers 
on the Lynn canal foutu next spring 
when navigation opens in the North and 
the tide of travel and movement of 
freight commences again. The C. V. N. 
Co. have promised to improve their ser- 
vice by the addition of fast vessel 
of which is to be the Charmer, it is said; 
the Pacific Coast Steamship Co. also 
speak of new and faster vessels to lie 
added to their Meet; n representative of 
the Melvors — according to reports that 
come frequently from Vancouver — tells 
of new vessels to be brought around and 
placed on the northern route by that 
well-known firm; and now con 
statement from the Washington & 
Alaska Steamship Company, owners of 
the steamer City of Seattle, that a new, 
larger and faster vessel than that fast 
liner is to be placed in service by them 
next season.' Recognizing the fact that 
the tide of travel will go to the fustest 
and best equipped steamers ou the route, 
all the transportation companies are 
planning improvements in the service to 
the North. 

The Washington & Alaska Steamship 
Co. propose to make radical changes in 
their northern service by February 1. 
Olllcors of that company state that al- 
ready a second fast steamer hns been 
secured, which, with the City of Seattle, 
will maintain a speedy express service 
between the Sound and Skagway, sail- 
ing every five days from each terminal. 
None of the oflleers of the company are 
yet willing to announce the name of the 
new steamer, but they state she will bo 
a little larger than .the .City of Seattle 
having accommodation for 175 first-class 
and 200 second-class passengers. They 
expect that she will average 16V-2 knots 
an hour, and will be able to make 20 
knots if necessary. 

It is also reported that arrangements 
are being made to replace the steamers 
Aberdeen and Ruth with two 'fa 
freight vessels, of a speed of at least 12 
knots an hour. 

The river companies operating on the 
Yukon are also planning to increase 
their lleets. As announced in the Colo 
nist, the Canadian Development Com- 
pany intend building throe new steam 
ers; and the Klondike Corporation state 
that they will also build new vessels; 
and, too, independent owners are talking 
of building storn-wheolers for service on 
the northern rivers. 

Not only on the Yukon will there bo 
new steamers this coming season. Al- 
ready three different parties — Jack Dal 
ton, C. Gardiner and Cnpf. Joliii~Tr- 
ving — have spoken of building stern- 
wheelers to operate on the Chilkat to 
' carry" the minor* nnd tTielr rreiV"- tC f&« 
new gold fields on Bear and Clear 
creep's, trt the ChilKrit" ' district; ' mid 
companies are also talking of steamers 
for the Stewnrt river, where there is ex- 
pected to be much travel nnd demand 
for freight space this coming season, 
owing to the stampedes to the new dis- 
trict on the Stewart. 

That the river steamers have paid on 
the Yukon is a well-known fnct. A re- 
cently returned navigntor of one of the 
K. C. Co.'s steamers, the Flora, s:fys 
that on her last trip, on which she left 
White Horse on October 2 and arrived 
at Dawson three days-later, she pushed 
a scow in front of her, on which was 
115 tons of freight, for every ton of 
■which $75 had boon paid to the steam- 
boat company; and she, too, bad 00 
passengers, each of whom had paid $05 
for his passage. There was also about 
25 or :!0 tons of freight on the steamer 
herself, for which the same charges were 
made of $75 per ton— a total of $13,000 
or more received for the one trip, which, 
when the wages, cost of running, etc., 
have been paid, gives no small amount 
of profit to lie earned by the little stern- 
wheeler in three days. 

The freight shipments to (lie Yukon 
■were larger this season than ever 
before; and those in touch with 
the business say that the ship- 
ments will lie even larger next year. 
From July 1 to the end of October this 
year goods valued at $3,081,450 were 
"shipped through Skagway to Dawson 
and Yukon points, and of this the ship- 
ments from Victoria and Vancouver 
amounted to $2,156,881. The amount 
of American goods shipped through the 
Gateway City in the same time was 
$924,502. During the same four months

Old Hark Purchased at Auction Yester- 
day Morning by W. F. Bullen. J 

The old hark Japan, which has been 
lying so long in the upper harbor, was 
Mold under the hammer yesterday morn- I 
ing, by order of the Admiralty court, as 
a result of the action brought by .Messrs. I 
Bullet) against her for payment for re- 
pairs made when she arrived here some 
months ago-. 'The •'bidding- was light, and 
she was knocked down to W. F. Bullen, 
of the British Columbia -Marine Railway 
Company, for $700. When the Japan ar- 
rived here from Callao she was under 
charter to load lumber for the Peruvian 
port at Port Blakely. Owing to the 
fact that she was in a leaking condition, 
us a result of a severe buffeting received 
off the coast, her master decided to 
bring hex into Victoria, and 
hauled out immediately on her arrival 
in the upper harbor on Bnllen's ways.

SOME OBJECTIONS. 

In his enthusiasm for his cause Mr. 
Higgins takes a position in his letter 
this morning that he may wish by and 
bye he hud left for some one else. lie 
says that if the city is to borrow money 
for anything it should be for the im- 
provement of the streets, water system, 
sewerage and educational facilities. It 
is a matter of local history that Mr. 
Higgins did not always take this view 
of the duty of the city. He has always 
been reckoned as one of those who be- 
lieved that the city ought to do some- 
thing towards securing railway ferry 
connection with the Mainland. Wei 
should not like to think that he has 
abandoned the progressive views which 
he has hitherto held, and that hereafter, 
when any scheme for ferry connection 
with any place is under consideration, 
we shall have to count upon his able 
opposition until we have the streets, the 
waterworks, the sewers and the school 
houses placed in as nearly complete a 
condition as possible. 

Most of Mr. Higgins' letter is directed 
to Mr. Bodwell, and we shall leave that 
gentleman to attend to him. We must, 
however, point out that he has discov- 
ered a mare's nest in the fact that the 
proposed ferry is to stop at Steveston. 
When the proposal was first made, the 
opponents of it objected that it did noit 
provide a way of reaching Vancouver. 
Now they complain that it does. It is a 
repetition of the old case of " You'll be 

— d if you do, and will be d if 

you don't." 

Some people talk about injury to 
vested interests. If there are any vested 
interests in Victoria that will be injured 
by the general prosperity of the city, we 
do not know what they are, and if we 
did wo should decline to consider them 
for a moment. If what is meant by this 
is that the adoption of the by-law will 
make changes in business, we have only 
to say that in our opinion the beneficial 
effect of the change will redound to the 
advantage of every business interest in 
Victoria. 

The opponents of the by-law ought, to 
endeavor to get in common ground. 
Some of them oppose it because they 
say it will never amount to anything; 
others because they say it will greatly 
interfere with existing transportation 
lines. Surely it is fair to ask these 
gentlemen to agree upon one or the 
other of these phases of their opposition. 
If the ferry line will be no good and no 
freight will ever come over it, the line 
will never be run and the city will never 
have to pay a dollar. If it is going to 
take business away from the other lines, 
then it will only be because it will give 
better service than other lines. The 
argument that the ferry will divert busi 
ness from Victoria to Vancouver is ex 
tremely absurd. Here is a conceri 
which must expend fully $-100,000 ii 
building a seaworthy car ferry with 
extensive passenger accommodation, 
erecting terminal facilities at Sidney, in 
building a mile or so of track in this city, 
and in connection with land damages 
and terminal facilities, and we i 
asked to believe that all of this is done 
in order that train loads of farm produce 
may be ferried across the Eraser and 
sent to Vancouver. Sure!;,- this sort of 
argument does not call for a moment's 
serious consideration. 



the difference between stone and wood 
depends somewhat upon the amount of 
work done on the stone. Our prefer- 
ence would be for a building of rough 
stone. It would be more in keeping 
with the site upon which it is to be 
erected than one of dressed stone. 
While the province is about it, a build- 
ing should be erected of which we shall 
not have to say in years to come that a 
mistake was made in regard to the 
material.

YUKON GOLD. 

Dufferin Pntullo, of the gold commis- 
sioner's office at Dawson, estimates the 
output of gold from that district at 
$20,000,000 for the year. He antici- 
pates an output of $25,000,000 next 
year. Of the gold produced this year, 
fully $15,000,000 worth was shipped 
to the United States, and most of 
it to Seattle. In addition to the 
increase in the output of Klondike 
next year, other districts will be 
considerable producers, such as Stewart, 
Big Salmon, Chilkat and Atlin, besides 
numerous points in the Alaskan Yukon 
and elsewhere. It will be no matter of 
surprise if the total gold output of the 
North next year, not including the Coast 
mines and those of Nome, will aggre- 
gate $1.10,000,000. Under existing ar- 
rangements the greater part of this will 
go to Seattle, and that city will prosper 
accordingly. 

We are not disposed to be impatient, 
and are always willing to allow any 
government time to carry out any policy 
that has been agreed upon, so we will 
only say to-day that the people of this 
province are waiting with very keen in- 
terest for some evidence that Mr. Field- 
ing's promise in regard to a mint was 
the result of the determined policy of the 
government. The people of this Coast 
will resent in the strongest manner they 
know how anything like playing the fast 
and loose witli this great subject, and 
we believe that, if the people in other 
parts of Canada could be got to under- 
stand how very essential it is to the wel- 
fare of Canada that the output of the 
Yukon should be disposed of in the 
Dominion, and not carried elsewhere to 
enrich foreign cities, they would be 
equally in earnest with us for the imme- 
diate fulfilment of Mr. Fielding's 
promise. We suppose that legislation is 
needed on the subject, and so until par- 
liament meets nothing definite can he 
done. If tlie session is allowed to pass 
without action, the government can 
make up its mind that it will lose every 
vote in this province. We desire also to 
mention that, if the spring output of 
gold is to be brought to a Canadian 
mint, the institution should be estab- 
lished during the winter, and not loft 
until after parliament Is prorogued. 

ADVERTISING A CITY. 

It is proposed in Seattle that a gener- 
al letter head and envelope shall be 
adopted by all the business houses in 
that city, witli such modifications as may 
be necessary to identify the house using 
them. It is proposed that on each let- 
ter head and envelope there shall be some 
brief statistical information about the 
city. A sample envelope suggested by 
the Secretary of the Bureau of Informa- 
tion gives the population of the city, 
showing its increase in twenty years, and 
a statement in regard to the number and 
value o£ the buildings erected during the 
year. It also mentions the address of 
the Bureau of Information. It is not 
very pretty, but it is a good advertise- 
ment. As a sample of what can be done 
in the way of advertising a city, the 
private post cards issued by the Tourists' 
Association of St. John, N.B., are proba- 
bly the prettiest that have been sent out. 
The greater part of the card is taken up 
with a beautiful view, and the curds 
themselves are of material which takes 
printer's ink well. The space reserved 
for writing is not large. So beautiful 
are the cards, which have the city arms 
in gold in one corner, that they will br 
prized bj» the recipient. There is no 
doubt about the St. John card being the 
finest thing of the kind yet got out by 
any city. They are the result of years of 
experiment in the use of advertising 
matter. Wo are very sure that similar 
cards could be got up, showing seem 
about Victoria, which would be of great 
value lie an advertisement. 



GOVERNMENT HOUSE. 

The Colonist confesses itself in sym- 
pathy with those who think that, if pos- 
sible, the new Government House ought 
to be erected of stone. The difference 
in cost will be something, but not suffi- 
cient to be a serious obstacle. A stone 
building is certainly more in keeping 
with the wealth and dignity of the 
province than a wooden structure. We 
do not wish to raise any questions that 
may delay the carrying out of the plans 
for the erection of a new building, but 
we are sure that if the government can 
see its wr.y clear to deciding upon a 
stone structure, the people of the prov- 
ince generally will heartily approve. As 
to the matter of expense, wo suppose 



NEWFOUNDLAND. 

It is thought by well informed peopl 
that the success of the Bond government 
in Newfoundland will lead to a resump- 
tion of negotiations for the entrance of 
the ancient colony into the Canadian fed 
era'tiou, and failing this, the arranging 
of a reciprocity treaty with the United 
States. We sincerely hope that the for- 
mer will be brought about. Heretofore 
the Liberal party have not ibeen very 
keen on the subject of the annexation of 
Newfoundland, but it is very desirable 
for many reasons that it should be 
brought about. A new province of Eng- 
lish-speaking people would serve to coun- 
terbalance the influence of Quebec, 
which is at present too great. The Col- 
onist has never taken any part in the 
anti-French campaign, not because it did 
not think that the existence of a large 
body of voters in one province, who are 
apt to go en bloc in one direction, 
might not prove a source of weakness to 
tin.' Dominion, hut because it did not see 
how any good was likely to result 'from 
agitation. It would view with great sat- 
isfaction the addition of another Eng- 
l.sh province to the Dominion, for there- 
by the possible injury from a solid Que- 
bec would be largely nullified. 

Another claim made in regard to the 
Newfoundland election is that it indi- 
cates a determination' on the part of the 
people to have the French shore ques- 
tion taken up and disposed of. The 
treaty rights of France on a paTt of 
the coast of Newfoundland are of no 
very great value to that country, but 
they are a source of annoyance to the 
■ 



colony, and may easily cause irritation 
between France and the British govern- 
ment. It will be an excellent thing to 
have the matter disposed of, nnd it 
ought to be before the Island enters the 
Confederation. Canada has no desire to 
inherit an open question with France. 

We suppose that "when Mr. Kruger 
lands at Marseilles there will be a great 
hubbub over him. From present indi- 
cations the British public do not care in 
the least what the French people say or 
do to him. This is the best way to treat 
the demonstrations of ithut very hysteri 
eal country. 



There are two distinct sets of Conser 
vative papers in the East. One of them 
dimes morning, noon and night over the 
result of the elections; the other takes 
the defeat in excellent part and has set 
itself to work again to regain the con- 
fidence of the voters by a- calm and judi- 
cious treatment of all public questions. 
The latter are the papers that will show 
the party the way to victory.

The Montreal Witness wants to know 
how much worse Genghis Khan -\ 
than the Czar has been in his treatment 
of the Chinese. The Witness does no 
mean the Czar personally, but bis gov 
eminent. We are inclined to think that 
ot the two Genghis Kbnn will come out 
the better by comparison, lie did not 
pretend to believe a gospel of mercy. 

The occupation of Puerto Rico by the 
United States government has produced 
wry satisfactory results. The people are 
generally prosperous, and are so peace- 
fully inclined that the armed force main- 
tained there is to be almost, wholly with- 
drawn, If ever our neighbors get full 
control of the Philippines, similar re- 
cults may be looked for. 



There is talk in the United States of 
forming a new party, which will cut 
loose from the old Democratic party and 
come out for reform. It proposes to let 
Tammany shift for itself. It is thought 
that Bryan will lead the new party 
The promoters of the movement openly 
charge that the old-lino Democrats de- 
feated Bryan in the hope that ho would 
thus be disposed of as a political possi- 
bility. 



Commenting on the result of the 
presidential election, the Colonist said 
that Mr. McKinley -would feel freer to 
deal with the Chinese question, and 
would undoubtedly play a stronger hand. 
This idea has been confirmed by semi- 
official statements sent out from Wash- 
ington to the effect that the proposed 
withdrawal of the United States forces 
from Pekin lias been abandoned for the 
present. We are glad to know it, for 
it will greatly strengthen the hands of 
Great Britain and Germany to have the 
United States troops on the ground.

asked for a municipal subsidy of $2,000 per 
month anil valuable civic property, win- 
should ratepayers be put off with the 
meagre showing before them? They have 
a right to know everything connected with 
t lie promoters and the enterprise. Instead 
of being kept In the dark. Who are Mac- 
kenzie Bros? Are they not residents of 
Vancouver, and do "the others" not reside 
there too? Are the company financially 
able to build the car ferry line, or would 
thev go to the demnltion bow-wows over 
building a scow'/ Perhaps I shall be told 
that these questions are Impertinent. Ir- 
relevant and superfluous; but I think when 
men come before the city with a scheme 
such as this, that the ratepayers have a 
rlpht to know all about them. 

Mr. Editor, have you seen the man pre- 
pared for circulation by the promoters? 
The map shows a ferry line to Steveston as 
part of the system. Steveston is distant 
only 13 miles from Vancouver. Between 
those two points a railway Is now under 
construction. The distance from Steveston 
Is about ."-S bind miles. Will you still con- 
tend that with Vancouver distant only l.'l 
miles— one-half hour's travel from Steveston 
—the practical starting point of the car 
ferry' system, a farmer from Chllllwack 
witli a 'load of produce would prefer to 
1 ravel to Victoria over a mixed In ml and 
water route, with an uncertain limit ns to 
time and considerable extra expense? By 
taking the rail to Vancouver be might re- 
turn home the same day. His trip to \ ic- 
lorln would consume at least two days. 
Cannot von see, Mr. Editor (as Mr. Ker 
showed last night) that the car ferry ser- 
vice would build up Vancouver at the cost 
of this fair cltv. and that we are actually 
asked to vote tlie subsidy for the purpose 
of putting money Into the purses of Mac- 
kenzie Brothers and others of Vancouver? 
I would suggest that if money Is to he bor- 
rowed for any purpose it should be for tlie 
extension of our sewerage system anil water 
service, tin' Improvement of our utreets 
and the enhancement of our educational 
facilities. The latter is already knocking 
at the civic treasury door for money. Then 
win- should we vote to enrich a few Van- 
couver promoters and starve our most Im- 
portant interests?

I merely adopted 
your suggestion and have drawn down upon 
mv head the contents of Mr. Uodwell's Vial 
of wrath. So you see 1 am made to suffer 
vicariously for your sins, although 1 fear 
you have since February recanted and now 
think that the expenses should not be pro- 
vided by the promoters.

THE RAILWAY. 



Sir:— When taking into consideration the 
numerous benefits to be derived by closer 
railway connection with the Mulnland. I 
am at a loss to understand why any Inde- 
pendent citizens interested In the welfare 
of Victoria should further hesitate- 'n 
heartily supporting the present favorable 
opportunity which is being offered. One 
can easily understand the opposition from 
certain quarters, yet It would hardly be 
reasonable to expect the support of those 
who me deriving large benefits from sev- 
tral well known profitable monopolies; 
naturally they prefer leaving well alone, 
and will continue to do so. as long as Vic- 
ti rlaus are satisfied and content to pay 
tribute. As for the advantages of the

It? for I might ask. have 
tlie C.P.It. ever gone out of their way to 
advance the Interests of the cltv of A'lc- 
torla? Or have they gone out of their way. 
over and over again, to give us tlie go by. 
both In the railway and Asiatic steamsh'p 
service? Even now tbe Northern Pacific 
and (ircat Northern transpacific steamers 
land our Inward cargo at our wharves, while 
the CPU. carry all the Victoria-destined 
freight past our doors to Vancouver. I 
remember well when their late president. 
Sir Wm. Van Home, stated at a prolonged 
meeting of the board of trade, on lielng 
asked for railway ferry service, that It was 
out of the question, and would cost more 
than the trade would warrant. Still we 
now hear of railway ferries connecting 
ttelr line at Vancouver with Comox and 
I.ndysmith, and if we pass tills by-law. It 
will not be long before we hear of their 
connection w'th Victoria. The refrigerator 
car service alone Is capable of extensive 
trade advantages to the Island. Ato we 
not better situated for deep sea fisheries 
than Vancouver? But bow could this In- 
dustry he conducted profitably on the Isl- 
and unless shipments can be forwarded 
direct In refrigerator enrs? Again, what Is 
the reason for the number of wholesale 
merchants In the provision and produce 
business locating in Vancouver, and doing 
from (here the bulk of the trade of Victoria 
and the whole province? Simply the fad 
that (hey have a great advantage, by being 
able to receive car lots of fruit, vegetables, 
butter, cheese, eggs, salt and smoked 
meats, which require protection from both 
heat and cold, together with prompt remov- 
al from refrigerator cars lo proper storage.- 
wb'ie the Victoria merchants' shipments 
would be subject to many days' delay dur- 
ing tbe removal from cars In Vancouver, 
before being restored hero. He in tlie 
meantime suffering all the losses by de- 
terioration In value from heat in summer, 
or frost In winter. Consider also the 
r'llngle Industry, which could be expanded 
extensively If facilities were ofTered for 
shipment free from damage by extra handl- 
ing. Also the assistance the car ferrr sys- 
tem would, be to our mining Industries. If 
ore could lie removed In bulk Instead of (be 
present expensive process of having to be 
sacked, shipped and TO-shlpned. In plain 
word", the nnesttnn Is. are we satisfied i»

Greetings to Veterans.— The current 
number of the Illustrated London News 
is devoted to the reception given to the 
"C. I, V.'s" on their return from South 
Africa, and if the pictures reproduced 
give a true idea of the enthusiasm din- 
played by London and its teaming mil- 
lions, there should be little wonder that 
Victoria went wild on the return of her 
few but gallant boys, and should be a re- 
buke to those few hypercritical Little 
Englnnders who seemed to think the mat- 
ter overdone. 



For several days there have been ex- 
travagant rumors of smallpox epidemics 
in Nanalmo and other cities of the prov- 
ince. The provincial health authorities 
have therefore considered it advisable to 
I make a statement of the facts, the press 
of the province having previously agreed 
not to mention the matter for fear of a 
scare. This compact was broken, but 
the Colonist, having made a promise, re- 
frained front printing the news received 
by it. Y'esterduy Dr. Pagan, provincial 
health ofllcer, returned from Nanaimo. 
The epidemic is well iu hand, there 
being thirteen cases, confined to three 
houses, which are closely guarded. A 
pest-house is being built for the accom- 
modation of the patients. Vaccination 
has been ordered within a radius of ten 
miles of Nanaimo; all out-going steam- 
ers and trains are being examined, anil 
the mails fumigated. The disease is of 
a very mild form. The only other case 
in the province is on Gabriola Island. 

A despatch to the Colonist from 
Nanaimo says: 

" Dr. It. E. McKechnie, city medical 
health officer, interviewed this evening 
regarding the alleged smallpox cases 
here, willingly spoke for publication. He 
said there were thirteen cases, all con- 
lined to tlie northern half of the city. 
All are convalescent and have the mild- 
est known type of the disease. No new 
cases have been discovered within the 
past twelve days. The cases are dis- 
tributed among three houses— seven in 
one, five In another, and one in a third. 
Since the discovery the strictest possible 
isolation has been maintained. All the 
patients are now practically restored to 
normal health. For a time the doctors 
disagreed as to whether it was smallpox. 
Some of them are still unconvinced, but 
nil agree that it is better to take the 
same precautions as if no doubt existed 
that it was smallpox.

The few present 
took hold of the question in a busineKS- 
like way, however, and u strong commit- 
tee was Appointed to further, the pro- 
ject. 

ilia Worship Mayor Hayward pre- 
sided, and II. L>. llelmekou, M.P.P., act- 
ed as aecriitary. Explaining the object 
of the .meeting, the Mnyuf read the re- 
iluinition, in response to which he had ar- 
ranged the same. Sir Houry Oease hud 
also asked that a meeting be called, hav- 
ing writtem him as follows: 

Dear Jlr,. Mayor:— I wlah to ask you If 
there Is to he n public niuetiun of the citi- 
zens to arrange a memorial to the Bervlcea 
ol those gallant men who have given their 
Willing, active assistance and their blood to 
maintain at a critical moment the authority 
of the 0_iiomi In all parts of her realm and 
especially la South Africa, and have shown 
themselves under Lord ltoberts valuable 
aids to the Imperial army whenever thelt 
assistance was necessary, especially uc 
Paardeberg, where their i heroic conduct 
contributed mainly to Cronle's surrender 
with all his .army, and the collapse of the 
Eoers In that Important district of South 
Africa. 

Rut I particularly wish to say. and for 
you to Impress on any meeting you may 
call for the purpose, thai any memorial 
which should he erected on such an occa- 
sion, should be of so durable and magnifi- 
cent a structure as to to down to after ages 
as worthy not only of these brave men, but 
of the actual fact that theawllllnc olTer of 
the Canadian contingent was la truth and 
in fact, nothing less than the birth of the 
Empire throughout the length and breadth 
of the whole of Her Mujeirty's British pos- 
sessions. 

If your meeting should trtke place In the 
evening, as I may not be fible to attend, I 
shall be thankful If you will-say how heart- 
ily I Join In objects for- Which It will be 
convened. 

HENRY P. PELbEW CREASE. 

Mr. Herbert Kent also regretted in- 
ability to attend. He was in favor of a 
monument. Another letter :had been re- 
ceived by Mr. Helmcken Irom It. S. 
Hodge, who favored the erection _ of a 
statue of the Queen in front of tho par- 
liament buildings, with groups depictive 
of Canadian soldiery around, the same. 

A letter, of regret at uuibility to at 
tend from Mr. O. E. ltedferu was read. 
Mr. Ian St. Clair wrote, suggesting that 
an arch be erected in front of the par- 
liament buildings. 

Mayor Hayward explained that he 
himself had forwarded tho fallowing let 
ter to the Colonial Secretary.: 

Victoria. JB. C, 13th .Nov.. 1000. 
Sir:— In view, of the return of volunteers 

. from this city who took part in the recent 

. South African campaign, a reeling prevails 

. among the citizens that the occasion should 
be recognized In some way wldch would 

.tend to pernetuate tb-e memory cifithose who 
served their country so faithfully and so 
well In that war. 

It has been suggested that an appropriate 
vtny of commemorating the event and of 

. making It contribute .to the strengthening 
of patriotic sentiment, would be the eroc- 

. tlon in some public place of a suitable mon- 
ument on which could arest oue of the guns 
captured from the Boers. 

Within the past few days a monument 
has been placed In Beacon Hill Park, bv 
permlKslon of the city, erected in honor of 
the. memory of the poet Robert Burns, by 
his admirers. And It Is thought that the 

. erection of a memorial of this kind, in a 
conspicuous place in the same park, .would 
form one of the chief attraction* of the 
place, and ho a lasting (tribute to the ser- 
vice aid memory of these volunteers.

Tho Mayor thought Jill present should 
■bear in mind ,'he fact ll.mt the (proposed 
memorial won'hl commemorate oo ordin- 
ary circumstance. He- semeinbered how 
•cheerfully the boys had .come forward a 
few months ago when the call t<« arms 
was heard. The action ,.-.>f Canada in 
response meant Hue birth ,?f Ji new em- 
pire. The memorial should bo aomsthing 
.commemorative of the heti.vii-tm of '.both 
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those who died, and thoso who lived. 
(Applause.) He asked the Kight Boy] 
Jiishop Cridge to move the first resoru- 
tiou, ••which was as follo\ys: 

Re It resolved, that in the opinion of this 
meeting of the citlzeus of the- city of Vic- 
toria. It Is desirable to mark their deep 
seuse of gratitude and or their appreciation 
oi the patriotism, valor, loyalty and devo- 
tion of the soldiers wno went from this 
city to the front to light the battles of the'r 
Wueeu and Couuiry. a memorial commemor- 
ative ot tue event should be erected In the 
city of Vletorw, 

in moving thus resolution, .said the 
venerable Bishop, 1 conceive myself tu 
he within my rights as a citizen of tha 
British Kmpirc. I thank God that I wad 
nurtured and brought up in the laud of 
the tree — but 1 have lived the greater 
part of my life in Victoria, and i have 
acquired the further privilege of becom- 
ing a citizen of the Dominion of Canada. 
For this, too, 1 am thankful. 1 am 
aware that some think differently as to 
the war to which this resolution refers. 
It is an easential .principle of freedom 
that every citizen of a free country has 
a right to his opinion. 1 .propose not to 
discuss tho merits ol the war in which 
these men fell, jior, because 1 move this 
rt solution, doeti it imply an endorsement 
and approval of every motive of its in- 
ception and conduct. I'et neither, on thi 
other hand, do 1 tax .them. Let that 
pass. 1 only say that there never was 
a war altogether free from elements of 
blame. But if there be one vital element 
one jiwt principle which cannot be vin 
dicated hut by force of .arms, that ic 
about all that can be expected in such 
contentions. Down in my heart I be 
lieve that such a principle underlies tho 
present ijuostiuu. 

The century was not very old when Hug 
laud purchased with gold, and In due 
course her sister nation, achieved by 
stroke of the pen of one uf her greatest 
presidents, freedom for millions of out race. 
1 believe the self-same principle wits uu 
element. If not the predominant motive, ot 
the South African war. 1 say uot liberty 
from technical slavery, but, as 1 truly be- 
lieve from a condition la the main worse 
than slavery— for the slaves with all their 
Ill-treatment had friends and protectors 
but 1 hardly discern any such alleviations 
In the misery of those I have In uUud. 
speak simply as a citizen, and open to th 
searching of the other side. Rut If I speak 
also us a Christian I will say this— that If 
some of that cruelly-oppressed race shall 
hear the word which otherwise they could 
not have heard and live the. life they could 
not otherwise have lived, I will with 
good conscience move this .resolution. 

I will love the men who went to flgh 
for this boon; I will honor with tender n 
gret the memory of the men who died for 
It; I will praise their patriotism, their loy 
alty, their valor— but above all, I will es 
teem them chiefly that they 'fought for the 
deliverance of the oppressed and defraud 
c-d— a still higher, .nobler and wider virtue 
For the tendency of freedom Is to unlti 
all nations In (me and the true patriot'! 
company becomes the 'World. 

With these feelings in mind, remember- 
ing the sendoff of those heroes, and especi- 
ally the only one to ,whom 1 was Introduced 
on the occasion (Capt. Blnnehard) with 
whose gentleness I was touched, and whose 
courage we all know, I say, by nil means 
erect this monument. 'It Shall he an ob- 
ject lesson for future flints, that If your 
liberties should be assailed you- may point 
to this memorial nnd say 'These men died 
for liberty for others, and If - need be. 
will do the same, rather than surrender the 
freedom which, ns Britons, and much 
more, ns Christians, Is our birthright.' 
(Applause.) 

T)r. Ernest Hull had great pleasure 
seconding the resolution. It did not matt 
what form the resolution took so long as 
was a fitting memorial to the boys who 
had served ClToat Britain -so •nobly. 

Mr. C. II. Lugrln, asked by Ills Wor- 
sh'p, to speak to the resolution, ..agreed 
with all that had been said 'by previous 
speakers on the desirability of erecting a 
memorial. He thought all were of oue 
mind on that point and 'pnss It over • to 
take up for What shape the (proposed mem- 
orial should take. 

Col. Gregory said that be did not think 
the nature of the monument ought to be 
discussed at so small a meeting, many per- 
sons having been prevented from coming by 
the Inclement weather. 

Mr. Lugrln replied that he had not much 
sympathy to waste upon men who could 
rot come out to such a -meeting ' because 
the night happened to be a little wet. If 
the boyH In South Africa hat! -stayed la 
the house every time It rained, we would 
not he here to-night talking about n monu- 
ment to them. 

Continuing, Mr- Lugrln said the first point 
to be considered was how the funds should 
he raised. Personally, he was .strongly of 
the opinion that It should he by popular 
subscription. Evaryone should he .allowed 
"> contribute so Unit they might .feel that 
they had some special proprietorship In 
the monument, wldch should he one to fit— 
If that was the proper word— the event. A 
chime of bells had been suggested. An 
objection to that was, he thought, .that tin 
explanation would have to be made to In- 
tjuirers of what deeds they commemorated. 
What was wanted was something which 
would tell Its own etory without any ex- 
planations. (Hear, hear.) It should be 
something which would speak of the stir- 
ring events which it commemorated— some- 
thing to Impress upon strangers the unity 
of the Empire, tellitrg that the boys of 
Canada were of the same blood whkA made 
England Invincible all the world over. 
(Applause.) That was the sort of it iiuouu- 
meat which It should be the ondenTor of 
the ettfaens to procure. If the people could 
be given an opportunity to subscribe for 
something of that kind he thought the res- 
ponse Wiiuld be surprising. (Applause.) 

S. Perr*- Mills, Q.C., In speaking to the 
resolution, thought consideration should be 
given to benefitting the tivlng as well ns 
■establishing a memorial to the dead. A 
■municipal monument should be erected, the 
fund being raised by by-law, so that every- 
one could contribute. 
The resolution carried unanimously. 

Richard Hall, M.P.P. moved the next 
resoluti as (follows: 

Resolved, that a special committee be ap- 
pointed, to be selected by the meeting, con- 
sisting of fifteen citizens, to take Into con- 
sideration the must suitable memorial nnd 
report v> a meeting to be called by Ills 
Worship the Mayor at a later (late. 
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estal, wlth.-a : tablet bearing the names of 
the heroes.

the streets until they can collect the price 
or a bed al a lodging house, and failing 
to raise the necessary amount they take 
rcfttgo in the .police stations. The po- 
licemen send tnelil downstairs to the big 
room in front of the cells. They spread 
newspapers on the Iloor, and then lie 
dc-wn and sleep.. peacefully until morn- 
ing. Every genuine hobo carries a 
piece of soap anil a newspaper. On the 
rare occasions when they [lerform their 
ablutions they scorn to use any soap 
except their own, and they never think 
of lying dowji to.lliuir rest at night with- 
out ' spreading their newspapers under 
them. Trani|e know tht> value of paper 
in keeping uuil cold, and sometimes an 
apparently tbiu.ty-Jail trump will have 
newspapers jutiieiou.-dy stuffed in his 
clothing in lieu of underwear. 

The tramp usually dines in the winter 
months at the cheap saloons in Clark 
street and in Haistead and West Madi- 
son streets, where for live cents paid for 
a large vase of beer they are permitted 
ti. stand in front of yje lunch counter 
a ml harpoon the tempting viands there 
displayed until theihoarsc voiced bouncer 
moves down upon them and demands: 
"Well, d'y' tink di.s is de Hammer house? 
How much pernicious d'y' tink yer 
bought will dnt live cents'.'" 

In the cheap lodging houses the tramps 
can find a bed for prices varying from 
5 cents to 25. The customary prices in 
the .majority of the cheap lodging houses 
are .10 and 15 cent*. In the early part 
of the evening the big front . room of the 
lodging houses which correspond t'> l ho 
ci rridor of the higher-priced hotels in 
Michigan avenue, in filled by a miscel- 
laneous crowd, among whom .fcre many 
tramps and who sit as close to the red 
hot stave as possible. As the evening 
passes on those of the .crowd who have 
10 cents seek their beds. At 10 o'clock 
it big, red faced bouncer .appears a.nil an- 
nounces in clarion tones, "Now youso fel- 
lers wot's got de price get to yer holes, 
and youso fellers wot got ter carry the 
banner, carry!" 

To "carry the banner" Hkcnus to walk 
the street all night, or until the wander- 
er can get enough money to jiav for .a bed. 
So the plutocrats who have a dime each 
in their pockets rise languidly from their 
chairs, and casting superior glan 
about them to call attention to the fact 
that they are guests of the lodging bouse 
say. "well, nite fellers," and str.oJl off to 
their bunks. 

The unhappy .ones who feel themselves 
elected to carry the "banner" are all 
suddenly smitten with deafness when the 
bouncer mnh.es We announcement. They 
sit staring steadfastly at the stove until 
the bouncer, who often carries a ba.se 
bell bat as nn eni'M/un of his authority, 
touches them jn the shoulder and says: 
"Well, voting felly, if youse n-goiu' to 
carry, why carry!" Then out into the 
night they go. 

.Many tramps, however, senrn lodging 
hou.ses except on the coldest nights. They 
manage to live somehow, no matter how 
cold the weather may be though how they 
do it is a mystery. They often drag 
considerable clothing into the nests they 
inhabit under sidewalks and in the base- 
ments of deserted buildings, and on cold 
nights, after putting on all the clothes 
they have, they build small (ires and 
spine one sits up and tends the fire while 
the others sleep.

The water is almost as rich and kindly 
as the soil. Wherever you trah-lah you 
see tho women nnd maidens dredging up 
the weeds from the water bottoms for 
manure, you see tho streams used as 
jiastures or millions of ducks, you see the 
great nets of the fishermen lowered and 
raieud from the banks, you see women 
gathering water-nuts and men iishing 
with trained birds. It is a rich and beau- 
tiful laud, .more full of color and more 
admired by travelled artists than any 
other land on earth. It ought to be u 
British colony, if China is to be dismem- 
bered, fur it Jnij) a teeming population, 
which consumes mountains of English 
and American cotton, a river of Ameri- 
can petroleum, and already begins to han- 
ker after "Yankee .notions" and English 
and American patent medicines. 

It is the fat part of China, and a fat 
land is ever so much easier to govern 
than a lean. one. 

As for the i>eople, there can never have 
been in any part of the world more people 
ou the same amount of acreage than arc 
now in .Middle China. The country roads 
and imths- usually by the side of the 
waterway* — are almost us populous as 
Piccadilly., ,mi(l there are a quarter as 
many people in the boats. A ceaseless 
tramp of feet, an endless double line of 
figures in blue cotton greet your ears) and 
eyes wherever you are. And when you 
near a fcowm — swarming like an anthill— 
tho .sound of voices is always a dull roar. 

Whenever y.ou meet Chinamen out of 
their own country they are silent, noise- 
less, mouselike. Not so where they arc 
at home. They are a loquacious, chaiiter- 
ing, romping, fj-ollicking people— full of 
fun and play, full of humor nnd music, 
crowding the tea chops, tea houses, thea- 
tres, wayside imu.. 

I like the Chinese. I believe in them, 
and I see a future for them .that is to be 
greater than their past— once they are 
awakened. They have better shaped 
heads than the Japanese, and better 
ideas in their heads; better principles pro- 
ceeding from their heads and hearts; 
better bodies also, by 200 per cent. Above 
all, they are an honest, fair, and square- 
dealing people. The great white -commer- 
cial firms and the English bankers in 
China will hear me out in that. 

Often the Chinese held aloof from me 
when 1 trah-lnb-eil among them. Some- 
times they were sullen; twice they con 
temphUed voilcncc, in districts where 
they were stirred against the misEjon- 
aries. But 1 was armed with a mighty 
suit of mail called good humor. 

I laughed, anil this obliged them to 
laugh too. They cannot resist a jest, a 
bit of horse-play, or a laughing farce, and 
I think that is saying a good deal in the 
way of praise of any people. 1 carried 
English sweets and bottles and fed them 
to children, men of affairs, and octog 
iirians. I scattered "cash" (worth some- 
thing like twenty-five to the farthing) as 
one scatters coin before pigeons. I liked 
the Chinese and wo were happy together. 
Pray Heaven we do not do with them ns 
we have done with the Japanese; bungle 
our work fid ns to leave them without 
their religion or ours either. A people 
without a religion is like a ship without a 
rudder. What but shipwreck lies before 
them? But the Chinese have better 
shaped heads than the people of Japan. 

"Look out! Hun! Here comes tho 
soldiers!" It is my boy who cries this. 
But why should we run from the sol- 
diers? Well, don't talk— but get to a 
place of safety, ho says. 

Wo go to our. "glass boat," so-called be- 
cause its windows are glazed— not made 
of oiled paper like the Chinese windows. 
The boat is warped to the shore close to 
a little town,", and wo take our camp 
chairs and seat; ourselves on thp dock, 
disdaining to push off into the 8tr£Ajri, , 
The regiments come, on their wny to 
tho war with the Japanese. They are 
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Reserved Seats 35c. 
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nat soldiers, but vagabonds, paupers, 
and trumps. Their guns arc curious 
flintlocks, old American rifles, ouf.-of-tiate 
rubbish, gathered anywhere, and sold to 
mandarins, who charged Pekin for them 
at the rate of high priced modern weap- 
ons. 

No two soldiers appear to carry their 
guns in the same way. Even their taw- 
dry cotton banners are trailed top down- 
wards. All tho men are clad in faded 
and dirty cotton. Instead of marching 
like soldiers they swarm till over the re- 
gion — opening garden gates, pillaging the 
gardens, thieving from the shops and 
houses, behaving like a plague of locusts. 
It was such as they who, at Foochow 
last year, told their captains that they 
were tired of drilling one afternoon, took 
his cane from him, whipped him with it, 
and went back to their barracks and 
their games of cards.

dous length. The wagons creaked and 
groaned like souls in torment; the mules 
full of devilment eternal, kicked nv»r the 
traces and savaged one another or any- 
thing else that came near enough to in- 
vite their teeth. Now one. a shade 
more abandoned in its wickedness than 
the rest, jibbed and Hopped down on the 
track, bringing the whole procession to a 
halt. Promptly a dozen niggers and half 
as many Tommies would he around the 
ill-advised quadruped. The niggers 
would seize the unlucky one by the tail, 
ears, ami harness, and pull and hoist. 
Tommy would drive the toes of his boots 
into the steel wire ribs or dash the sharp 
hiss of steel would follow as a bayonet 
slipped out. of its sheath. Tliei^ the 
mule would give a few frantic kielcs, 
squeal with rage or pain, and bound up 
on its hoofs again, a couple of inches of 
steel in a chosen place seldom failing to 
convince even a transport mule that lying 
down on the march was "agin the regu- 
lations." 

Now and again some sleepy nigger 
would be jolted off the top of a wagon 
and fall with a sudden sort of sound nnd 
lie where he fell until the toe of a ser- 
geant's boot would put him on the same 
looting as the mule. Many a nigger who, 
secure in the favor of some officer, had 
given "Tommy" sauce ad lib. during the 
day met retribution stalking iu the dark. 



Thea it was that Mr. Atkins, watching 
liis opportunity, would let his ritle slip 
with deadly swiftness through his hands 
until the heavy butt landed with a deadl 
crash on the bare toes of the son of Ham. 
And lo! the air would he filled with the 
most awful imprecations in three or 
four languages at ouce— piggin English 
Kafir, Dutch, and a mongrel mixture of 
the lot. The nigger would whirl around 
in the darkness on one foot, nursing his 
smashed toes with both hands, while 
three or four Tommies, crowding round 
him sympathetically would proffer all 
sorts of advice. "Wot a unlucky beg- 
gar you are, Peter, gettiu' kicked by 
blast'ed mules." The voice so sadly 
sympathetic is the voice of the man who 
had dropped the ritle with such deadly 
intent. "No, no, no, dam mule kick. 
Cursed soldier do it," wailed the nigger. 
Then the butt of a ritle took him in tho 
small of the back, and his unearthly 
howls would crack holes in the atmos- 
phere. Out of the darkness comes an 
officer. "What the devil is the matter 
here'.' What's up with the nigger? Drunk 
eh'.' Don't you fellows try and shield 
him, curse 'you, or I'll give you some- 
thing to think of for a mouth to come." 
Then the voice of the man whose rille 
had done the trick: "I'm afraid, Sir, beg 
parding, Sir, this pore nigger has had a 
little too much somethink, Sir, and got 
kicked by one of them tlamiu' mules, 
Sir." 

"Server him devilish well right too. 
Here, you snivelin' over a nigger. Chuck 
him on that wagon and lash him there 
till he's sober." 

"Yes, Sir; certainly Sir. 'Ere, Bill, 
give us a hand to lift this poor black 
heathen." Then as the officer moves 
off: "'Ere, Bill, take this black bullock 
by the legs. I'll take hisi hair, and one, 
two, three, let 'im go. My, that'll teach 
him to give lip to a Tommy!" 

Over the level ground the wagons creep 
slowly, like a giant python in pain. Now 
they strike a deep, narrow-gutted sluit — 
a bad place to cross in the daylight; a 
deuce of a trap iu the dark. It has to 
he approached through a deep, narrow 
pass. There is a couple of feet of slug- 
gish water crawling along its bed, and 
underneath that there is a rotten bank to 
composed of four feet of black slime. 
On the other side there is a broken bank 
t > climb, consiting of soft red earth, 
that won't hold a hoof at any price. In 
go the ox- wagons, and after a wilderness 
of curses have been set loose, they creep 
through, the weight and size of the oxen 
making the trick possible.

But the order 
goes, and Tommy — poor, patient, ill-paid 
ill-clad Tommy — obeys like the bulldog- 
h urted hero be is. Rifles are slung down 
on the grass; the fat, lazy niggers are 
pushed aside, ami Tommy wades into the 
ice-cold water, sinks up to his hips in the 
stinking, snow-cold slime, and unpacks 
the wagon, humps the stuff ashore, and 
eventually belting tho corners off the 
sulky mules, hauls the wagon out, and 
reloads it, while the £-1 10s. per month, 
niggers smoke their pipes and ride across 
the sluit dry shod, 

Now, what I want, to ask the good old 
British public is this: If the niggers, who 
did no lighting, no marching, no fatiguing 
drill, no picket duty, no sentry duty, and 
were never hungry, were worth £-1 ltls. 
per mouth, what do they mean by simp- 
ly allowing Tommy Atkins, who does all 
these things, and does them as no other 
man, white, black, or copper-colored, can 
or would do them, his tew paltry pence 
per day'.' "Money talks" all the wide 
world over, ami you who have votes iu 
England should remember this— that the 
British government ranks a nigger twice 
as high as a Brit ish soldier."
